DISTRICT NO. 1. 
George C. Ingalls, Prudential Committee. Amount of money 


$86,66. 

There has been but one term of twelve weeks in this district 
during the year, with an average attendance of five scholars un- 
der the instruction of Miss Minnie C. Wilkins, of. Merrimack, 
with very good success. . 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


John French, Prudential Committee.. Amount of money $81.47. 

There have been in this district two terms, a spring term of eight 
and a fall term of eight and one half weeks, with an average at- 
tendance of thirteen scholars both terms, taught by Miss S&S. 
Frances Spalding, of Merrimack. ‘This is a very pleasant school 
the scholars are attentive and studious and made -good improve~ 
meri 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Robert W. French, Prud. Com. Amount of money, $225,86, 

A spring term of nine weeks was taught by Miss Laura E. 
French, of Merrimack, with good success, as might be expected 
from one of her experience. She was followed by Miss 8. Addie 
Bryant, of Lyndeborough, with a fall term of eight weeks, when 
Miss M. B. Gilmore, of Bedford, was employed, and after keep- 
ing five weeks and three days, closed suddenly for some cause 
unknown to me. Then Miss L. Anna Wilkins, of Merrimack, 
was engaged, and with her long experience and the manner in 
which she is conducting the school at present, it is hoped it will 
close with much improvement. Having several weeks more to 
keep, I am not able to give a full report.

Read Drew, Prudential Committee. Amount of money $136, 
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There have been two terms of eleven weeks each, the average 
attendance being twenty-two scholars. Also a private fall term 
of eight weeks, under the instruction of Hattie N. Robbins, of 
Nashua, whose experience of ninety-eight months in teaching 
has won for her sufficient renown. ‘The good improvement of those 
under her charge, and the universal satisfaction given will be long 
remembered with pleasure, and I trust duly appreciated. 


DISTRICT NO. 5 


Moses Truell, Prud. Com. Amount of money, $68.44. 

There have, been but one term in this district, of twelve weeks, 
the average attendance of scholars belonging to the district being 
about five, taught by Miss Clara E. Robbins, of Merrimack, with 
commendable improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Francis E. Hill, Prud. Com. Amount of money, $69,03. 

In this district there have been twenty weeks of school with an 
average attendance of twenty scholars, and eight weeks, by pri- 
vate subscription, with a degree of interest and studiousness 
which has characterized them in previous years, instructed by 
Miss Mary A. Fields, of Merrimack, with very good improvement 
and general satisfaction. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


George W. Moulton, Prud. Com. Amount of money, $99,64. 

The average attendance in this district is twenty-six scholars 
during the two terms, one.of six the other of eleven weeks, both 
under the instruction of Miss Sarah A. Ball, of Candia, and was 
well conducted ; the examination showed good order and progress, 
and closed with an evening exhibition of dialogues, declamations 
and a Christmas tree, which appeared to be enjoyed by all pres- 
ent. 


‘DISTRICT NO. 8. 


‘Henry T. I. Blood, Prudential Committee. Amount of money 
$99.86. 

The first term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Louise M. 
dones. The second term of twelve weeks, by Miss Tensia Mc- 
Millen, both of Merrimack. The average attendance during the 
terms was five scholars, mostly quite small. They were well 
managed by both teachers, and as much improvement made as 
could be justly expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Peter H. Dolan and Henry McKean, Prud. Com. Amount of 
money, $144,58. 
One term of thirteen weeks was taught by Miss Tensia McMil- 
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Ten, and one of ten and one half weeks by Miss Louise M. Jones, 
the average number of scholars being twenty-four. They only 
having exchanged fields of labor, the same remarks may apply 
here as in the preceding districts. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Elijah P. Parkhurst, Prudential Committee. Amount of mon- 
ey from Merrimack, $34,00. 

A term of eight weeks was taught by Mrs. L. A. Evans, of 
Merrimack. ‘The average number of scholars being nine, mostly 
from Bedford, this being a union district. The attendance and 
progress were commendable to both teacher and scholars. A fall 
term of thirteen weeks was under the instruction of Miss Lucy A. 
Burns, of Bedford, with an average attendance of eleven scholars. 
Not receiving notice until the evening before the examination, 
previous engagements prevented my being present. But from 
the register and the appearance at a former visit I may justly re- 
port a profitable term to the scholars and the teacher’s expression 
2a pleasant term to her. 


Pe VISTRICT NO. TT. 


Amos S. Morse, Prud. Committee. Amount of money $81,50. 

A spring term of six weeks was taught by Miss Mary J. Wheel- 
er, of Hollis, with an average attendance of six scholars, and as 
much improvement made as could be expected in so short a term:. 
An early fall term of nine weeks was taught by Miss Hattie E. 
Chase, of Nashua; the average attendance was five scholars; she 
was interested in her school, and very good progress was made 
by those who attended during the term. 


DISTRICT NO 12. 


William H. Patterson, Prudential Committee. Amount of 
money, $50.32. 

A spring and an early fall term of six weeks each was. kept by 
Miss Lizzie D. Bowers, of Merrimack. The average attendance 
being fourteen scholars, with good improvement and satisfaction. 


REMARKS. 
Citizens: of Merrimack : 

In presenting to you my second annual report, it is attended 
with much pleasure as well as some misgivings. The brief state- 
ment under the head of the several districts, is sufficient to indi- 
cate the general*condition and progress made. Andif it is not 
all we could desire, it only calls upon us for renewed interest 
and effort. The amount of money appropriated for schooling is. 
greater than ever before, being eleven hundred, seventy-seven 
dollars and four cents, besides nearly two hundred dollars by pri- — 
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vate subscription, exclusive of board furnished in some of the dis- 
tricts. This sum, if judiciously expended, would afford from 
thirty to thirty-six weeks of school a year; and if well improved, 
would be amply sufficient to make good scholars of all who ayail- 
ed themselves of it. District Nos. three, nine and twelve have 
provided themselves with Webster’s Large Dictionary, a very val- 
uable instructor, and an example I hope to see followed till no 
school is without one. Your attention has been so frequently 
called by my predecessors to the manner in which our school 
money is expended, that further remarks seem hardly. necessary. 
The average Amount of money appropriated the past year is about 
five dollars and eighty cents to a scholar. While some receive 
less than four dollars, others receive almost twenty-nine dollars, 
to a scholar. Now we might naturally infer that in those schools 
receiving the greatest amount of money we should find the best 
scholars, but such.is not the case, for it is a fact that the scholars 
in the small districts are not so advanced as in those districts 
having a larger number of scholars and a less amount of money to 
a scholar. J have frequently heard remarks of the great expense 
we are at to give our children an education, and by some that 
all that was needed was just to learn to read and write, and per- 
haps to be able to add four and four, and we could go through the 
world well enough. Well, let us figure a little upon that. Take 
for the basis the amount to a scholar the past year, five dollars 
and eighty cents, the largest amount ever appropriated before, 
we will allow that they attend the schools for the space of fifteen 
years (which is a large average,)and what is the cost of your ed- 
ucation? why it amounts to the sum of eighty-seven dollars.— 
Who would not contrive some way to purchase an edueation if it 
could be obtained with money for that paltry sum? It is not 
money alone that is wanted to educate our children, it wants in- 
terest of feeling, union of action, cooperation with and encourage- 
ment to teachers, then we may rely upon just remuneration.— 
Let us not fail to foster and prize our common schools the richest 
legacy ever bequeathed a people. ‘ 

With many thanks for the generous treatment invariably re- 
ceived the foregoing is respectfully submitted.
